THE GKEAT YUKOK iSlVEK. 
Aloj!^ AlasKsi's Great ISavcr. 

Bj' FrodctiLk Schwatka, ConiiniiKler of tlio Alieka 
Kxplorinir Kxpedltlon. 

AVe have received from the publiahers, 
iMoHrti's. CnHsell k Co., of Newiyprk, Lieut. 
Sehwatka's popular atiooB£t''of=''thb!travel8 
of the exploring expedition under his com- 
mand wliieh during the summer of 188:) 
traviTseil the great Yukon river from its 
source in Crater lake, in tho British north- 
went territory to its month in tbo territory 
of Alaska. The expedition, of who,-;o travels 
this is tho first narration, inapopular .sense, 
was organized under tho auspice.-; of the 
war department of tho United States at 
Vancouver baracks, Washington territory, 
iu April, 1883, and consisted o£ soven mem- 
bers, aU of whom, with one exception, were 
attached to the,Unitod.Stato8 army at that 
statibn." Owing to' ^oertaiii.'jealotiBies be- 
tween different di'partm'outs of the'AVoKli- 
ingtou government and a combination of 
other cireuiuKtance.'f, this expedition w.'is 
kept as secret as possible to avoid Vieing 
recalled, and when it depiuled from I'oit- 
land, Ore., only the bi-iefewt uieiitiou harl 
been made of it in the hu',il press, and it 
had Hcarcely as much ninney at its dis- 
posal for the purposes of its great work as 
was afterwards appropriidcd by eongres.s for 
the publioatiou of its official report, fjoav- 
iug Portland lato iu tbo month of May, on 
boai'dthe stoanior Yietcuin, which had been 
spequvUy put upon the route tho party 
ascended the inland passage to Alaska as 
far as tho Chilcat oouidry. Thonco with 
tho assiBlauco of a large uambur of Chilcat 
IiidiaUH its ell'ecta were packed across the 
glacier-dad pass of the .\laskan coast range 
of mountains to the headwaters of the 
Yukon. Here, in tht-- laiigUDgo of the pre- 
faeu, a largo raft was eoustructed, and on 
this i>riuiitivo craft, .=ailing lhroU);b nearly 
a Inindrcd and fifty miles of lal;es and 
Hhootiug a number of rapids, Uie party 
lloatod,aloug the stream for over thirteen 
hundred miles, the huigest raft journey 
ever made in the interest of geographical 
soionco. It ia scarcely surprising t'liat 
Lieut. Stdiwatka should have felt a kind of 
fririidliuess for the rough and uncouth ves- 
sel that did him suck faithful service autl 
bore him and his little party safely through 
many trials where a more protentioiiB craft 
might have failed him. 

Leaving their raft at Iruklakiiyet trading 
station, the furthest inland trading 
post at pre.seut maintained by tho 
Alaska oommereroiol company or 
any oth'or' corporation, the remainder 
of tho river waa e.vplored on board a 
"barka" or decked schooner of some- ten 
or twelve tons, so that with the two crafts 
the party traversed the entire length of 
the river, over two thousand miles, and 
roturned home by way of Behrings Sea. 
... (Apart, from^thp..great iutrinBic merit of 
Lieutenant SoHwatka's weir told aiid in- 
teresting narrative it lias an especial in- 
torrst fur Victorians and British Otdum- 
bians generally, because of its local ref- 
erences, and its vivid descriptions of 
scenery within their burdera, or compara- 
tively near them. Here, for instance, is 
a paragraph 'whidh will not bo road ' with- 
out a ainile and some alight feeling of 
gratification: "Victoria, tho metropolis 
of British Columbia, was reached tho annie 
day, and aa it waa the Queon'a birthday, 
■we sair tho town in all its bravery of beer, 
bunting and banners. Our vessel tooted 
itself hearse outside tho harbor to get a 
I pilot over the bar; but none waa to be 
! iiad till lato in tho day when a pilot 
I came out to us showiiig plainly by his 
condition that lie l;uew every bivr iu and 
about Victoria. With the bar pilot on 
the bridge, ISO a> to save jngurance ghou)d 
an accident occur, we entered' the pictur- 
cEque little harbor in safety, denjuie tho 
discoveries of our guide that since hl« last 
visit all tho buoya had been woefully 
misplaced, and even the granite channel 
had changed its cnurae, lint Victoria has 
many emboUiahtnonls more dlirablu than 
bunting and b&iinors, niid moat conspic- 
U0U3 among thorn i>ro her well arranged 
and well conatruoted rond.* in which she 
has no e(;ual on the Pacific cast of North 
America, and but few rivals in any vt/>or 
part of the world." 

Lieutenant Scliwatka also (iesoribes 
vividly the inland paa-sgn to Ahiskj.. fro:;) 
Port Townseiid threUL;h thu Seymour 
Narrows to Ciiilkat lidot, v, hich u about, 
he says, the northernmnst imint of this 
great inland acawater river, llo tells, too, 
in graphic language of tho experiences 
of his party in the Chilk.tt country and 
of its toilsome and perilous p isaai^e over 
the mountain ptiss, where tho rjhilkat boy 
packerfl toiled along with loads that aiir- 
priaed their aouthern employers. Atone 
of his camps on thia joufiiey, the lieut- 
enant saw a very singular manner of 
wrestling, different from anything in that 
branch of athlotios with wnich he waa ac> 
quainted. "The two wroatlers lie flat on 
lhair backs upon tho ground or aand and 
against eioh other, but head to foot, or 
in opposite directions. Their inner legs, 
t. e. , those touching th'eiropponeQt's, are. 
raised high in tho air, carried past each 
other, and then locked together at the 
knee. Tfiey then ri.so to a sitting i)oatnl'p 
as iH^arly' as poaeible, and with their 
nearest arms locked into a firm hold at tho 
elbows, tho contest commences." Tliis 
consists in tho endoayof. of ono to got on 
top of the otherf.an^ the 'contestants, in 
their endeavors, roll around in a manner 
nx.iro awkward than i,'raceful, and not un- 
like "two tuigio- woriiH tied logotiior. " 

'J'lre deeciiption of the sail down tho 
river in the two crafts ia very interesting, 
and miuiy delightful pa-saagea n^igbt be 
quoted illustrative of the rough cKpor- 
iences of the,: intrepid little party, their 
enonnnters with brown bears, moRifuitoes 
and black flies, and thu dangors they 
snrinimi!t-;d in f-b.ooting ranid.s and mak • 
ing landings with tiinir uiiHioldy craft. 
But wo have no intoniion to pick nut any 
more of the manyplnma in this book, for 
our readers' ontertainmont, and thus run 
the riat of disoouhting the 'attractions of 
the book itself. Our readers should pro- 
euro it for themaelvp.'?, and enjoy at first 
hand its crispy froshneas- 

The 'y«kon is estimated by Lieutenant 
Sehwatka as f.lie third river of the United 
Siato-t, nr taking only tho amount in that 
country— 1,260 mile.', .o!! of wdiich is 
navigable — it is tho lifth rivor therein, 
the iMissiaaippi, Mi.ssouri, Arkjintas and 
Ohio rivers being longer; but Pelrofl' in 
hia governniont report upon Alu.ska aays 
that it diachurgeo every hour ono-fhird 
more water than the ''Father of waters." 
It IB a somewhat singidar fact, too, that 
of its total length of 2,044 miles tho 
larger proportion of L',03lj miloa are 
navigable. Want of space prevonts any 
further presentation (if tho contenta of 
this interesting volume, and we can 
merely add that it ia copioualy illustratod 
from photographs by Mr. Oliarles A. 
Horaaua, of tho U. S engineers, and 
from sketchea by Sergeant Oloeter, of tho 
U. 8. army. Tiiero aro sketch maps of 
tho river and a small general map of 
.\laBka, benidfes aoveral appendices and a 
carefully prepared index. We trust our 
readers will procure the book for Ihetn- 
aolves and enjoy at firat hand its literary 
wealth.

THE SHAKES. 

Sail Fmiicisco's liUtest Earth- 
quake. 

The Severest Since Oct., 18G8. 



At 9 45 on the morning of tho MOth 
December .San Fnuicisoo experienced the 
shock of an earthquake soveroat since 
ISGS.^ The tirat intimation it gave of ita 
i.ppruacli waa iu tho shape of a gentle 
quiver, aa though it was aomewhatdoubt- 
ful as to whether it had come across the 
right town, and then, after a socoii'd'a 
consideration, as if sure of its prey, it 
caught hold, with tho result that there 
was a general upheval for six seconds. 
During that apuco of time there was good 
ground for grave upprehensiona 'hat San 
h'rancisco waa going to be turned over like 
a "liapjack" into either the ocean or the 
bay. The vibratinna wore from north to 
south, lAIany of tha iild buildinga in the 
lower part of the city were considerably 
shaken, and their waUa creaked and 
groaned in unison ivith the quakes, which 
noises, combined with the rumblings, which 
accompanied the earthtiuako, made an un- 
canny sound, which served to scare the 
inmates quite aa much aa tho temblor. 

AT rUK OJ,U P.08IOFyiOB. ,. 

Especially waa this tho case at the old 
l)oaiolHeo building, on Washington afreet. 
In tho upper stories, whoro tho customs 
idliciala are located, thero was a clatter of 
stools being overturned and a rush of 
many feet toward tho entrance. Tho old 
walls emitted hoarse rumblea aa they 
shook utider the impetus of the shock. 
There waa acarcoly leas confusion in the 
postotlico. Tho occupants of thu ancient 
structure have had for some time past 
doubts aa to its stability, and when tho 
shock canio each |)erson was impreaaed 
with tho idea that there would soon be a 
wreck of matter, and that tho best thing 
to do W!is to get out of the rocking build- 
ing. They ditl so with celerity, from the 
head otlici.il down to tho porters. The 
(dd Uity Hall was also the scone of excite- 
ment, coiise()Uent upon those within it 
being imbued with tho opinion.that it was 
going to aplit asunder, and 'their making 
frantic efrorts to reach tho street. In tho 
new City Hall and other crowded oflicea, 
the tirbt quiver of the earthquake waa the 
signal for a stampede. Along Market, 
Kearny, Alontgomery and other business 
streets sturea were vacated, and in some 
inatancea it was fortunate ".for-th'e clerks 
that they left their position behind tho 
counters, atvarticles of t;ierohandiae were 
thrown fnun tho ,'ihelvini.' with great v'.i- 
lenee. Throughout the city clocks ••/ere 
□ topped, vriea were upset 'from .' mantels 
and bracketa in reaidei.'cos, and pictures 
turned on their cords. 

It waa considered fortuimto that the 
public schools were not in session. Had 
they beea there \yould oartain.ly-have been 
a panic, and the reatilta'' fnight' have been 
serious.

Justice Gray, 
addressing Sproule, said ho had given the 
greatest consideratiou to the two ques- 
tions which had been brought before the 
court on his (prisouer'a) behalf, in which 
he had been assisted by his learned breth- 
ren who agreed fully with him us to the 
decisions at which he had arrived at the 
time of the trial, and that he himself 
saw no reason to vary or depart from the 
law that ho had laid down at tho trial. 
Ho thought that tho counsel for the pris- 
oner (Mr. Theo. Davie)- Juid brought hia 
points before ths court with extreme 
clearness, '^employing .''good; anil <^ solid ar- 
gument,''and that so far aa the 'prisoner 
had looked for support and assistance, in 
his hour of need, ho had not looked in 
vain to one whose ofl'orts had continued 
to the very last moment. ' 

Tho attorney-general - then ' moved for 
sentence. 

The judge then asked the prisoner the 
usual question a-i to whether he had any- 
thing to aay. 

To this prisoner replied : "Your lord- 
ship please — while I make this statement 
it ia painful to ino. This is one of the 
most aorioua oaaos praaonted before the 
court, charging me with the crime of 
mur4er. 'I;wasnot gaiUy ,.of the crime 
and' therefore I faal that in the eyes of God 
there is some 'obnstjlation on my part. 
The evidence of ,Woott6n and Smith was 
absolutely false while that of others was 
evasive and e.xpresaed to the court through 
their prejudice. There has been a conspir- 
acy in that camp against me since I was 
there, aind upoh' the part of one of your 
members and also by men from San 
Francisco, who never located a mine in 
their lives other than by going into camp 
and acquiring claims through fraud; one 
of these men was named Bluiadell. 

Judge— It is not iu my power to now 
hear or receive any alleged facts which 
ought to have been submitted to the con- 
sideration of the jury. Whatever in this 
respect you may have to say you have al- 
ready had an opportunity of saying at 
your trial. What I again ask you ia there 
anything you have to say— any legal ob- 
jection to urge — why sentence should not 
be pronounced upon yoii / 

Prisoner — Tho only legal objection is 
this, that if I had an opportunity I could 
bring evidence — trive evidence —to prove 
thai tho testimony oflured against me in 
this case was partly false. 

Judge— I am afraid I cannot' consider 
that now; for ample time has been^ given 
you during your trial, and ao far as was 
in hia power your counsel did everything 
for you he posaibly could. 

Prisoner — 1 have nothing further to 
say. 

Judge — Then it becomes my painful 
duty, to pronounce. apon you tho sentence 
of the court for the crime for which you 

have been tried und convicted. It wouid 
not become me to incronse tho pain of 
your position by a long address, but I 
think in tho interests of the publio, and 
in regard to the increasing number of 
persons who will doubtless come here, 
that I shotild say thesQ few nords: !-Ham- 
mill canie iiitb this couiitry under the 
Hunic laws and privileges which ynu had, 
and of which ho could not be deprive'] 
other than by tho law. It was openly 
shown to the jury that then; was a motive 
on your mind to get rid of that unfortu- 
nate man; and you have done what no 
man' is here allowed to/ do— taken human 
life. "We have a law for all ' hero, and the 
principle of tho lemark of your friend that 
he wonlil iu future be his own law and liis 
Ciwn' court, is iipt tolovafnd in ' thin couutiy, 
In tho litigation which you huvo liad luu-o, 
yen wore suoctssful, and lliat should have 
taujht you that to that court you could 
always look for redress. How is it that you 
Bo Hoon forgot that lesson and committed 
thif crime? — for in all my experience I 
uover kne\y such atro(ig.^ii;o^mBta^tii^l ovi-^ 
douce as thn!t in yoUr case, '^vory right 
and privilege duo tq yon you received at 
your trial, and you cannot with U'Hth ''Q'U- 
plain that justico haii not boon doae you. 
What i am saying to you will not, I si|p- I 
pose, havo much eH'uct upon your mind,' 
but it i» more for the bt-nelil of thosu who I 
may wish to come to our mincu, 1 wish it i 
to be undorstood that while every Aiuori- 
oan citizen who may come into tliis country ' 
^iU be as welcome as you yourself were, wo 
desire to impress upon thorn that whcu 
they -come here they, oaunot. bring with 
them that looBenesa and laxity of adrainiatra> 
tion which obtains in their own country — 
to impress upon thom that tbo divine na 
well lis the huinau law ia observed liorn — 
that 'he who takes huuiau life his life shall 
be required of him,' It is true no huniiiu 
oye saw you, no human ■ hand was 
uear; but tljg plit^dow 0£ a 
niigiiiier power foUuwwd you and was 
around you; whoao step was on tlie water 
and whiiflH voiof) vyaa oil tnu wind, 'f'huij, 
you, a niati inured to luird-ship und d;iii- 
[|er,Bepip tu have bcpn ijcver fes.? prpparci] 
for it than when it oanie. At tho very 
m'>nieut you must required your preaeiup 
of mind ijt that tnotnent it eoemed to havp 
deferted you, and who will aay that an 
inaorutublo rjjysterjous power was not so 
ordering all thia that juiitiuu might bt. 
done. All I havo now to »ay is that for 
the death of this man Thomas Hamuiill, 
whose life you took, your death will neo- 
06sarily follow, and I have to pronounce 
upon you the sentence of this court which 
ia that you bo taken to the plaoo froni 
whence you came and from thence no the 
(jth March tp the plaoo of ejfeoution 
where you shall be hanged by 
the neck till dead; and may 
the Lord havo mercy on your soul. I 
shall, as my duty, transmit to tho repre- 
sentative of the Queen the jury's recom- 
niondation to ineny. 

The judge then spoke of the eihcicncy 
of OonatablerMnderaoi ,and, others who 
made thVarfest'^aii'd brought tho priaocer 
to justice, 3". ■ ! 

The asaize court then adjourned till 
Tuesday, 'Mth January,

' On ond'of the altars is a bundle of small 
sticks with characters inscribed on them, 
lucky and unlucky, and , when a Chinaman 
desires to make a journey, the priest vyill 
shake tho bundlo and select a stick.

od| and tho reverse should it prove lucky. 
There are many of the inacriptioqa around 
the room similar to scriptitre texts, such 
as '"The holy is- without lin^it," etc. 

The i main portion of the ' builcling is 
devoted to business, 'the Ohineao n^ission 
occupying the roqm adjoining that of the 
gods, a strange contrast of religions, but 
the Celestials do nut aeein to mind it, and 
the services conducted by Mr. Vrooman

(Glasgow NevvB.) 

On Monday evening the Rev. T. Som- 
ervillo, M.A,, Blackfriars Pariah Church, 
delivered a lecture in the Assembly 
Rooms,- Bath street, to tho members of 
the Glasgow MonteGore Literary and 
Musical Society. Tho subject of tha lec- 
ture waa "From the Sea Through Canada; 
or, The Lands: and thol Newv^^Rail way. " 
Councillor Simons, president of the so- 
ciety, presided, and there waa a large at- 
tendance. The Kev. Mr. Somerville said 
few people would remembor that Canada 
waa nearly aa large as Europe; and that 
it was ulnioat as varied in its climate and 
productions as Europe was. Thoy had, 
for instanqei'.. Newfoundland, correspond- 
ing to Ifelaiid. They had, again, Nova 
Scotia, Capo Breton, and New Bruna- 
vnck, which would make a very decent 
England and Scotland, with a little bit to 
spare; Upper Canada would make a very 
good Spain; the district between the 
lakes would make up into all the small 
countries of Europe; and Britla)i.,polum- 
bia waa a larger region thiin' Russia.- In 
fact, they did not know yot how largo 
Canada waa. In that great territory thoy 
had many degrees of climate and varieties 
of production. Detroit, for example, 
stood almost on tha same latitude aa 
Rome, and this would show tho variety of 
its productions. He said he would now 
take his hearora a journey from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific — from Montreal to 
Port Moody — by tho new railway, and aa 
tho lino had been opened only about a 
fortnight ago they would bo amongst the 
hrat paaaongers that had gone over the 
route. (Laughter) Speaking now of tho 
contitioiit as a whole, ho divided it into 
two great centre stretches of 1,000 miles 
each, and two at tho extremities of 500 
cash. When they came to Winnipeg 
thoy wore in the centre of one of the most 
fertile regions in the wtirld; and .west of 
it there was a long stretch of country, 
having a most romarkablo depth of soil. 
One of the potatoes grown there would 
make a very good supper, while other 
vegetables were in tho same proportion, 
and abundant. From tho character of 
the summer the fruit was not only in pro- 
fu8ion,'but was jvioy and.Iusoipus. Mr. 
Somervillo next glancecl froni' the Winni- 
peg district to Fort Stephen, and explain- 
ed how zigzag tho railway was through 
the snowy mountain regions of tho west, 
and how, a passenger would now be 
informed of the name of a particular 
place, while aftor a long run ha would 
again learn on tflquiry tha^he paa^yiew- 
ing tho same point. British Ooltimbia 
produced the beat wood of any in the 
world. It was tho richest of the western 
statca of Canada, It was rich in fruit 
and splendid trees. Mr. Somerville now 
gave some very interesting information aa 
to tho gold miners of British Columbia 
and some capitarnamtires of his exper- 
iences there. British Oolumbia waa truly 
a land of milk and honey, whore land 
was to be had on the most favorable 
terms. He had known a man come home 
with £10,000 who had at first been in a 
log cabin.' He concluded by referring to 
the important and rising industry in 
canned liah. Tho lecturer waa often ap- 
plauded during tho evening, ftlr, Thomas 
Grahaiue, who also addressed the meet- 
ing, ahuwod that Canada atfordocl 'field 
for the relief of the overstocked |abpr 
markqt at homo, |fo alscCK^pqinted out 
that tlie now railway auross'the^continent 
of Anu'rica waa of importance to us from 
an imperial point of view. On tho motion 
of the I'ov. Mr. Phillips, a hearty vote of 
thanks was uocorded to the lecturor. 



The Opiiilli Sci'/.iirc. 

-Mr. E.- A.' Gardner, of the customs 
force, was in town one day last week and 
related, to a reporter how the capture of 
(Contraband opium was made. "Soon af- 
ter I was appointed to the force," he be- 
gan, "I waa detailed by Captain Beecher, 
the collector, tu ferret out opium smug- 
glers. I was inclined to believo there was 
considerable smuggling going on, I de- 
termined to go to tho root of tho matter. 
I visited Victoria and as'^ertained the 
amount of opium which waa imported and 
the amount of consumption, and found 
the former to be in great oxceas of tho 
latter. The query then was what became 
of the excoas. The American duty on 
crude opium ia $10 while the Canadian 
duty ia but S5 per pound, Tho drug is 
purchased in China for about §10 vcr 
pound. It ia not, however, aold in iho 
same condition as iinj)orted, but is put 
through a manipulating pruceas on this 
side of the Pacific which enables the im- 
porter to sell it fdc-wbat he putchated;;it : 
with the duty added and yet tnukb'a la'r^'e | 
proGt. Thoro was a still larger eain if 
the crude opium imported into A'^icturia 
could be sent acroes the American line 
and here subjected to tho peculiar pro- 
cess. I then applied myself to tho task 
of discovering by what means the iopium 
waa carried across the straits.' From cer- 
tain movements on tho part of the! Idaho 
I was led ',0 bnlievo that ahe took away 
some of the article, I asked tho collector 
for an aasistant and wo watched the ves- 
sel on her next arrival at Victoria on 
route to Sitka, Our surveillance waa re- 
warded by aeeinig one night a truck load 
of goods taken from . a certain Ohineao 
importing hiuise at Victoria, placed on 
board of the Idaho. Wo awaited her re- 
turn to Port Toivnaend and there made 
the search which resulted in the discovery 
of almost 89,000 worth of opium."— i>ti(!f-
